As an intermediate you will find that there are indeed things you didn’t know about philately. What is a 
“bisect?” How is the word “granite” used? What is a “serrated roulette?” After completing this small 
album you’ll know what these are. You will also have found an interesting way to collect 
that you may have never thought of before. 

Finally you, the advanced collector, may be in for a big surprise. Filling this album may be a challenge 
that YOU can NOT complete.

It wasn’t long after the “Penny Black” that quite a few counties started creating their own stamps. In 
fact, not only were countries making stamps for regular mail, but they were making special stamps for 
special purposes.

Watermarked paper can be detected by placing the stamp face down 

on a black surface and moistening the stamp with either benzine or 

carbon-tetrachloride. Today you can’t get the carbon-tetrachloride 

and the benzine isn't safe. Order the special fluids being sold today 
to check for watermarks. Don't take a chance.

I would suggest you purchase a watermark tray and some fluid. Also a perforation guage is a 
very valuable item to have at hand. Order these with your tongs and stamp hinges. 


Perforations & Perf Guage 


A perf gauge is a device that helps you 
count the number of perforations that 
could be fit within two centimeters. The 
cut out part is called the perforations and 
the part that is left is called the “teeth” or 
“perf tips.” Perf gauges are very inexpen- 
sive. It is highly recommended that you 
get yourself one. You will need it. 
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Here’s how to use it. . . 
Place you stamp on the gauge lining up 
the holes to the gauge. When you find a 
match, you’ve got your measurement. 
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This stamp is Scott #304. 
It is perf 12. 
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There are many different perfs and many 
different ways that stamps are perforated 
as you will see on the following pages. Let 
us begin. . . 
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Separating Stamps 


When stamps were first made they had to be separated with scissors. Later 
someone discovered other ways to separate the stamps. Here are some. . .

Classic of all classic error stamps is the United States 24¢ airmail stamp of May 13th, 
1918. Sometimes called the “Inverted Jenny” has sold for as much as $150,000! 
There will be no “Space” for it provided in our little stamp album. Hmmmmm, 
Wonder why? ;-) 


Error of Color Inverted Center or Surcharge 


It dosen't take long for the collector to find mistakes or flaws in design. 
Here is one example: 


An interesting would be flaw is the 1¢ and 2¢ stamps of the “Columbian Exposition Issue” of 
1893. Columbus has no beard when he sights land in the “Columbus Sights Land” 1¢, and 
then moments later when he lands in the 2¢ “Landing of Columbus,” he has a beard! Of 
course this is because two different paintings were used for these stamps. 
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Educational Value is Exceptional 


There is a tremendous amount of education and history in stamp collecting. History 
and Geography are recorded and illustrated in philately. (Let’s not forget the won- 
derful artwork also. That’s what originally got me started with stamps.) National 
heroes, both living and dead, are shown on stamps of the world, but in the United 
States, no living person is shown on a stamp to date. Let’s find a few famous persons.

Cover Collecting 


Cover collecting has really become popular for the collector. Cover collecting is collecting the entire mailing. 
Envelope, stamp and the correspondence inside. Before the ‘stamp’ was invented, the mailing often was just a 
folded letter without a stamp. This is known as a “Stampless Cover.” Stamps were not used until 1855! 


What has really made Cover Collecting so popular is because everyone ‘Soaked” off the stamp for their 
collection. Now, because of this habit, stamps on original covers are very scare! Very interesting cancella- 
tions, postmarks, notes added to the cover are being found that otherwise would be tossed in the trash. Find an 
original stamp on a original cover.

Philatelic Glossary 


Adhesive: A postage stamp created to attach on a letter or other postal mail. 

Aerophilately: The collecting and studying of Airmail Stamps. 

Airmails: Stamps that were created specifically for air mail letters. 

Approvals: Stamps sent to customers by dealers and other collectors on a honesty policy. You the customer looks through the stamps, 
chooses the ones you want and sends the rest back with payment for the ones you’re keeping. 

Booklet Pane: A single sheet from a small booklet that has been packaged for convenience. Usually 6 or 8 or 10 stamps per pane, 
sometimes more. 

Block: Usually four stamps still attached from a sheet. 

Cancellation: A mark on the face of the stamp that prevents the stamp from being used again. 

Centering: The graphic image’s location on the stamps face. Perfect centering has equal spacing all around the graphic. Stamps issued in 
a continuous strand. The stamps have 2 parallel straight edges. Two types of Coils, vertical and a horizontal. 

Coil Line Pairs: Two stamps that have a line through the perforations that join them. 

Commemorative: Stamps that are created for the purpose of honoring a special event, person, or topic. These stamps are sold for a short 
time only. 

Condition: The quality of the stamp. Centering, gum and color to name a few. 

C.T.O.: “Cancelled to Order’ are stamps that preformed no postal duty but were cancelled postally. 

Definitives: Small sized stamps that are of a regular issue. These stamps will be on the market for several years. 

Die: A metal plate that holds the engraved/etched image. Ink is applied to this die and pressed onto the paper stamp. 

Errors: Stamps that have accidental mistakes in color, perforations, design, image locations. 

Face Value: The value printed on the stamp. 

F.D.C.: “First Day Cover” is an envelope with the stamp cancelled with the day the stamp was first issued. A “Cacheted” F.D.C. has art 
work relating to the stamp that appears on the envelope. 

Freak: A production stamp gone askew. Ink smudges, mis-perfs, wrong cuttings. 

Grill: A method of breaking the surface of a stamp with small pyramid embossing so the cancellation ink can penetrate the paper 
preventing cleaning of the stamp for re-use. 

Gum: The adhesive used on the back of stamps. 

Gum Breakers: Small missing strips of gum on the back of stamps to prevent stamps from curling. 

Gutter Pair: A pair or set of un-perforated stamps with the white space still intact. Gutters separates sheets into panes. 

Hinge: Small gummed piece of paper attached to back of stamp then into your album. 

Hunting Permit Stamp: A stamp issued for the support of Federal Government waterfowl program. Started in 1934. 

Imperforated Stamp: A stamp that must be release from adjoining stamps by cutting instead of tearing perforations. 

Invert: Any image placed on a stamp that is upside down. 

Mint: Any stamp in the same condition as it was bought from the post office. 

Mint Sheet: A full sheet of stamps in the same condition as it was bought from the post office. 
Official Stamps: Special stamps used by various arms of the government. 

Overprint: Any design or printing added to the original design or printing of the stamp. 

Pane: A separated group of stamps from a larger sheet of stamps. A smaller equal division of a larger amount. 

Parcel Post Stamp: Stamps made for postal items weight more that 16 ounces. 

Perf Number: The amount of holes in a perforation that occurs in 2 centimeters. 

Perforation: Holes punched into stamps for easy separation. 

Philately: The study and collections of postal items. 

Plate: The metal support used for the printing of stamps. 

Plate Block: The series number of the sheet of stamps left attached to a block of four stamps. 

Postage Due Stamps: The stamps are now obsolete. They were placed upon mail that didn’t have the correct postage affixed to it. 

Postal Stationary: Any postal item, envelopes, cards aerogrammes with the printed stamps already upon them. 

Postmark: The mark on a stamps showing where and when the item was mailed. 

Precancel: Any stamp that has a cancellation already marked upon it. 

Regular Issue: Usually a small stamp that runs for a number of years. These are also know as “‘Definitives.” 

Revenue Stamps: A stamp that showed that tax was paid on the item. 

Selvage: The border or white space found around stamps. Sometimes this is the gutter that is found between two imperforated stamps. 

Series: Stamps that have the same subject or theme that are added to over a number of years. 

Set: A complete “Series” of stamps issued. 

Se-Tenant: Two or more stamps that are different but attached to each other. 

Souvenir Sheet: A group of stamps that all relate to each other with a border of information that explains why they are all joined together. 

Special Delivery: A stamp that shows a certain additional amount of money was paid for immediate delivery. 

Stock Book: A book that is designed to accept stamps for storage. 

Strip: Three or more stamps attached either vertically or horizontally. 

Thin: An area on the back of the stamp that has been removed accidentally by removal from the original envelope or by a hinge tearing 
away part of the original stamp. 

Tongs: An item similar to tweezers, but specifically made to handle stamps without touching them. 

Topicals: Stamps that all have the same subject. All airplanes, flowers, frogs, Christmas, etc. 

Unused Stamp: Stamps that have never been used for postage. Sometimes these stamps will have hinge marks and be light in gum from 
hinge attachment. 

Watermark: A pattern that is placed in the paper of the stamp befoygthe stamp is actually printed upon the paper.
